HOW TRAVIS COUNTY CAME TO HAVE 


THEM— TOLD BY AN AUSTIN 


MERCHANT. 
At the meeting of the State 
Farmers Institute held at Austin 
about a month ago, and which was 
attended by an Eagle man as a del­ 
egate, one of the most i n t e r e s t ­ 
ing addresses was a brief talk by 
Mr. Dittlinger, an Austin business 
man, who by request came before 
the Institute to tell 
how Travis 
county got her good roads. 
Mr. 
Dittlinger began by reciting the 
awful condition of the roads and 
the great am ount of trouble given 
the business men of Austin through 
a series of years, 
doing 
patch 
work, frittering away money rais­ 
ed for making temporary improve­ 
ments that were washed away by 
the next rain. 
He said they tried 
raising money by taxes to work 
the roads, but not raising enough 
it was squandered in the same 
way. 
At last he called a meeting of a 
few busines men to talk over the 
situation, and they met in the ot-i 
flee of his store. 
There they de­ 
termined upon the plan that was 
put into effect. 
A call for a public 
meeting was issued for the purpose 
of organizing the Travis County 
Good Roads association. 
The as­ 
sociation was organized with a 
board of directors and officers, with 
a charter. 
Stock was subscribed, 
and power in control of the affairs 
of the association was exercised in 
proportion to the stock held by 
members. 
One of the first acts of 
the directors was to go before the 
commissioners’ court and effect an 
agreement with them to expend 
two dollars of the connty’s money 
for every one dollar expended by 
the association, the directors of the 
association designating what roads 
were to be improved. When a sum 
of money was raised, the associa­ 
tion laid the proposition before dif­ 
ferent communities in the county 
and asked for propositions. 
, The people along the different 


roads hid for the work of improve­ 
ment by making subscriptions of 
so many days labor with able­ 
bodied men, so m any with teams, 
etc. 
From these projiosi lions a se­ 
lection was made. and work begun. 
The work done was in all cases of 
a permanent nature. 
Macadam­ 
ized roads only were built, or roads 
of equal lasting nature. 
No more 
road was gone over than could be 
covered with the money available 
iu making a permanent road of 
lasting nature. 
Asked what materials they found 
available for road making in Travis 
county, Mr. Dittlinger replied that 
every county has more material 
suitable for road making than its 
citizens are aware of until a study 
of it is made by a competent engi­ 
neer. 
Besides, he said the rail­ 
roads may always be counted upon 
for assistance in road making, by 
hauling free of charge any m ate­ 
rials needed. 
Mr. Dittlinger said 
that once 
started the enthusiasm for good 
roads grows. 
They had 175 days 
work on a piece of Travis county 
road subscribed by citizens of Wil­ 
liamson county. 
Those W illiam­ 
son county people wanted to get to 
Austin to m arket, and a piece of 
bad load intervening, they club­ 
bed in with the association and 
helped make a good road of it. 
Mr. Dittlinger said Travis coun­ 
ty now has over IOO miles of good 
macadamized road, which is good 
in all kinds of weather and Aus­ 
tin business men draw a dividend 
from their stock held in the asso­ 
ciation every day in the year.
